EMMA ALLEN OF CHICAGO IS ONE 
‘WHO FACES DEATH. 


Two Companions Explore the Moun- 
tains Near San Bernardino, Cal., and 
Searching Parties Bring Relief None 
Too Soon—Wander Aimlessly About 
Without Food or Water—Cries of 


Aer a night and a day of wandering 
through almost impenetrable forests, with 
neither food nor water, Miss Emma Allen 
of 4059 Prairie avenue, Chicago, was rescued 
yesterday from the mountain near San Ber- 
nardino, Cal., by a searching party. 

‘According to dispatches received last even- 
ing Miss Allen, when reached by the relief 
party, was stumbling towards a masked 
precipice, to fall over which would have been 
certain death. 

Miss Allen is a sister of Dr. Francis Allen, 
4089 Prairie avenue, and for many years has 
made her home with the doctor. She is 25 
years old, and is frail and unused to hard- 
ships. She is an artist, having studied. in 
New York at the Art Students’ league and at 
Cooper Institute. She had been in California 
since January sketching among the cafions 
and mountains about San Bernardino. 

For some time Miss Allen has been visiting 
Miss. Frances Fuller, 18 years old, in a camp 
at Squirrel Inn, a summer resort in the San: 
Bernardino Mountains, thirty miles from the 
nearest railroad station, and in the heart of 
a wild country. 


Lost in the Mountains. 


Mies Allen with Miss Fuller and the lat- 
ter's 15-year-old brother George set out at 
daybreak on Friday to explore the adjacent 
region. When night came and they had 
not returned the parents of the Fullers and 
the friends at Squirrel Inn became alarmed, 
and relief parties were organized, twenty- 
five mining prospectors setting out at once 
to trace them, under the leadership of Gus 
Maner, guide and hunter. 

Bonfires were lighted to guide the missing 
ones, but no trace of them was found till 
11 o’cléck, when the searchers came upon 
the unconscious body of George Fuller lying 
beside a mountain trail He was three 
miles from the nearest camp, whither he 
was borne on 4 hastily conetructed litter. 
The boy was restored to consciousness, but 
was unable to tell where the young women 
were. He stated that they had early on 
Friday come upon a cafion of great wild- 
ness and beauty... Desirous of seeing more 
of it they continued along it M a southerly 
direction, scarcely noting how late it was. 
‘Night comes suddenly in the mountains, ang 
darkness overtook them while they were 
still in the cafion.

Unable longer to endure 
standing still, they set out in the direction 
they believed the camp to lie, but which in 
reality was the opposite direction.

Alumni and Trustees Generally Disap- 
prove Suggestion to Switch to 
Deering University. | | 


Alumni and trustees of Northwestern Un- 
versity generally do not take kindly to the 
suggestion that the name of the institution 
be changed to Deering University. Some 
favor the idea, but the majority express the 
opinion that the change would be undesirable 
at this time, as the univ ty has already 
won a reputation under the name of North- 
western. 

“It is not probable that any change will 
be made,“ said Harvey B. Hurd.

The complaint upon which the order was 
issued recites that the Vilter shops are sur- 
rounded by pickets.

The affi- 
davit of Nels Peterson, an employé, relates 
that he has been stopped at least fitty times 
by the pickets and at one time, he avers, he 
was informed that he would be hanged before

In a vital and fundamental particular the 
present injunction differs from that of Judge 
Jenkins in the Northern Pacific case. That 
order was directed against the strike itself, 
and the present one merely enjoins the etrik- 
ers from postihg pickets, or talking to any 
person for the purpose of djssuading him 
from working for the company. Charles 
Quarles, attorney for the Vilter company, 
conducted the defense of the rallroad broth- - 
erhoods in the Northern Pacific case.

It is conceded in this 
case by Mr. Vilter himself that the pickets 
about his shops have committed no acts of 
violence. His contention is, however, that 
the mere présence of the pickets in numbers 
at the street corners constitutes a menace 
that is as threatening as would be open acts 
of violence. 

It is likely that the case will never reach 
a final determination in the courts. At noon 
today Mr. Vilter held a conference with 
George Mulbery, Vice President of the ma- 
chinists’ union, and three of the old workmen 
of the Vilter plant, and there are negotiations 
for a settlement of the trouble at that plant. 


Injunction a Wide One. 

The injunction, which has been in course of 
preparation since Monday last, was at the 
time almost ready to be iseued. After the 
conference Mr. Vilter made an attempt to 
delay the injunction pr ng, and tele- 
phoned his attorney to hold matters in abey- 
ance for a while.

It is, as the Spectator wrathfully observes, 
almost impossible to speak with calmness 
of such a situation.

When it comes to defining the nature of 
the danger to the peace of this part of the 
world the situation is too complicated and in 
some respects too vague for clear. elucida- 
tion. The well-know ambitions of France in 
Morocco, in view of the unwillingly com- 
plaisant attitude of Great Britain, do not 
constitute a cause for alarm. There is rea- 
son, however, to fear a controversy over 
Tunis, which will be a far more serious ques- 
tion. Moreover, the rivalry of Austria and 
Italy on the Adriatic threatens grave com- 
plications at an early dy. 

There is a good deal of significance in the 
republication by the Rome Secolo XIX. this 
week of an interview with King Victor Em- 
manuel before he came to the throne about 


Emmanuel’s Ambitious Plans. 

“The Adriatic is and ought to be a sea 
chiefly Italian. e Servian nation, equally 
with Montenegro, is entitled to the coast 
line of this sea, as indeed nature has assigned 
them, despite the political cartographers. 
Albania ought to be supported by Italy until 
she becomes an independent national allied 
with the Italian people. Austria ought to 


' give up possession of upper Dalmatia, and 


the rights of Italy to those Adriatic provinces 
which are naturally and historically Italian 
ought to be recognized.“ | 

The foregoing is apparently only a part of 
King Victor Emmanuel’s program, but there 
is enough in it to set Europe ablaze if any- 
thing like a serious attempt is made to carry 
it out. The editor of the Vassalo is of opin- 
jon that, if blessed with honest Ministers 
the Adriatic program will be filled in by the 
young King before many years. His chance 
will come when Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria is gathered to his fathers. The 
world knew that King Victor Emmanuel is 
an extremely able and studious young man. 
According to the Vassallo he is also every 
inch a King and a sincere friend of peace, 
but not the peace the maintenance of which 
will involve the abasement of Italy.” 


Interested in Tariff War. 

The pending tariff war between the United 
States and Russia commands the earnest 
attention of Europe. The chief feeling in 
diplomatic circles, however, is over the 
broader significance of the attitude of Rus- 
sia, which her action discloses. ‘The whole 
policy of the Czar's government for many 
years until the present movement has been 
to cultivate special friendliness with the 
American people and the government in the 
hope to win a substantial reward when the 
great crisis comes between Great Britain 
end Russia. | 

It is not reasonable to believe that diplo- 
matists or the astuteness of fhe Russian 
are blind to the fatality of the present action 
if they still have thé traditional policy of 
their country at heart. There is a tendency, 
therefore, to credit Russia with a definite 
abandonment of her time honored aims, not, 
to be sure, a8 a decision of choice but asa 
result of enforced conviction. Her efforts 
to range America against England in a 
great crisis are futile and hopeless. 


Take Russia Seriously. 

The interpretation of Russia's actions if 
correct signifies a diplomatic event of the 
first magnitude.

BESTRICTING THE NOISE. 

Mayor Harrison has issued the usual or- 
der forbidding the use of the toy pistol aud 
cannon cracker and limiting the places 
where the legitimate kinds of fireworks may 
be ignited. Probably the order will be ob- 
served or disregarded to the-usual extent, 
with the usual loss of life, limb, and prop- 
erty. It is difficult to enforce such an order 
all over the city, though the police can at 
least suppress the pernicious toy pistol by 
promptly arresting all vendors who offer it 
for sale. 

By common bent the Fourth of July 
is a day of varied and tremendous noises 
which are delightful or reprehensible, ac- 
cording to the age or the nerves of the per- 
sons who hear them. No limit is placed 
upon the extent or character of the noisés 
perpetrated on that day. Even the people 
who regard the modern Fourth as an un- 
mitigated nuisance are willing to tolerate 
the crashing and turmoil if it be confined to 
a single day. But the siege is no longer one 
of a day; it is becoming a matter of weeks. 
With the Fourth still ten days off the ex- 
plosion of firecrackers is already a familiar 
sound in all parts of the city. A glorious 
Fourth lasting two weeks or more is too 
much of a good thing. | j 

The city authorities should put a stop to 
this promiscuous and prolonged use of 
crackers and explosives in the days pre- 
ceding the Fourth. It is well enough to 
celebrate Independence day with squibs and 
rockets, but it is not necessary to keep up 
the fusillade during the whole preliminary 
period in which the Continental Congress 
was debating the subject. The people with 
nerves have rights as well as those Who 
have neither nerves nor consideration for 
others. The use and abuse of explosives 
should be limited to the Fourth itself, pos- 
sibly with the additional leeway of the pre- 
cedifg evening. Until then the expleding 
of firecrackers and toy cannons in the 
streets should be prohibited and the offend- 
ers punished for disturbing the peace. 


MARRIED SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

The Board of Education will be asked by 
the School Management committee to order 
the dropping, during the ensuing school year, 
of teachers who get married, This proposi- 
tion, which may have been inspired by 
somewhat similar action taken recently in 
Omaha, will provoke a lively discussion in 
the board, and will give all the teachers who 
have not resigned themselves to old maiden- 
hood something. to talk about. 

This is no new suggestion as regards Chi- 
cago schools: The matter has been up be- 
fore, and the pros and cons have been gone 
into elaborately, There is so much to be 
said on both sides that persons who know 
nothing about the work of running large 
public schools are inclined to favor the side 
which has the last word. Probably there 
are cases where it is better for the schools 
that the teacher who marries should stay, 
and others where it is better she should go, 
but there has to be a general rule. 

Whether that rule shall exclude all is a 
matter for School Superintendents and 
others who are responsible for the good 
management of schools, and who ought to 
know more about this subject than outsiders 
ean, to determine. If, for instance, it be the 
deliberate opinion of Superintendent Cooley 
that on the whole the efilciency of the 
schools will be promoted by the separation 
of teachers from their places when they 
get married, then the Board of Education 
can with propriety so order, Such an order, 
however, would make them unpopular with 
the teachers, They know that matrimony 
is less hazardous when there are two bread- 
winners in the family instead of one. 

The recommendation of the committee is 
that this order shall be in force for one year 

only. If the order is made there should be 
no such limitation. It would be cruel to let 
the teachers hope for a return to the old 
order of things at the end of a twelvemonth. 
That might induce some of them who are 
thinking of getting married soon to wait 
for a year, expecting to be able to keep 
their places. Then, after all, the board 

might continue the order for another year 
or indefinitely. 


CYRUS W. FIELD AND MILTON. 
Those persons who are inclined to regard 
universities as heirlooms from the middie 
ages and university faculties as so many 
dams that check the flow of modern thought 
must have been much gratified by the speech 
that Chancellor Day made last Thursday 
night before the students of Northwestern 
University.

Finally he expressed his conviction 
that Cyrus W. Field could be considered 
the equal of Plato or of Milton.

OPEN AIR CONCERTS, | 

A correspondent in Liverpool wrote to 
Tun Trisune recently of the success in 
nearly a score of British cities during the 
last three years of court and alley open- 
air concerts during summer,” and urged 
the feasibility and desirability of such 
concerts in American cities. Indeed, he in- 
dicated that they had * tried successfully 
in Boston, 

The practice recited is to choose a quict 
open space in a crowded neighborhood, erect 
a small platform for a chairman, a few 
singers, and a piano, ask the neighbors to 
bring chairs, and then to execute an ap- 
propriate ‘instrumental and vocal program 
an hour or an hour anda half long, with 
possibly a cinematograph, a magic lantern, 
or marionettes interspersed. The talent 
ig contributed free, the expenses are donat- 
ed, and the matter is managed by a volun- 
teer committee of persons) interested in good 
works. 

The present day 28 is artificially 
ventilated as well as lighted, and we can 
only sigh for the splendid outdoor proces- 
sions of ancient days and, of the middle 


ages. In recent years, however, there has 


been a distinct tendency not only to ex- 
tend outdoor sports but especially to in- 
crease outdoor music. In most important 
cities bands play in the chief parks on sum- 
mer afternoons and evehings, and in Eu- 
rope such bands are often heard in open 
courts and squares in the busy and crowded 
parts of cities. Even in Havana an ex- 
cellent municipal band is maintained for this 
purpose as a regular branch of the police 
department. 

That concerts such as those suggested 
by the correspondent would “ draw ” can- 
not be doubted. Nor would their attrac- 
tion be due to their novelty. It would be 
due tos the almost universal love of music 
and to the dearth of wholesome and inter- 
esting forms of pleasure in the life of the 
majority of people, especially forms acces- 
sible to the more confined members of 
families. Any effort of this sort would, of 
course, encounter at the start a presump- 
tion of proselyting aims, but, its true spirit | 
would soon be recognized.

Old Schoolmaster’s Tales 
“Billy” the First Boy to Leave 


Town. 


HEN I visited the World's Colum- 

) bian Exposition in Chicago I saw 

the painting in the Art Building 

which arrested the attention of so 

many. Breaking Home Ties,“ I 

beliéve was the subject. I have often re- 

called the painting as I have recalled my 
boys. 

I remember the first one who, having fin- 
ished his course, obtained a position which 
soon after gave him that opportunity which 
so often decides a destiny. 

He was the big-hearted scholar of my 
school. He was the boy who helped the dull 
or slothful scholar in his studies. He was 1 
one who never allowed the weaker boy to be 
imposed upon. He always had the sort of 
face and manner which seemed to be la- 
beled, “‘ Lay it on me.” No one ever took 
advantage of his nature. 

He was one of the first boys to obtain a 
place in the town. The position was one 
which required tact. He seemed to fit into 
it at once. He had been there less than 
a year when he was offered a place in the 
metropolis of our State. I may ds well tell 

ou it was St. Louig. At that time St. 

ulis was the chief commercial city west. 
The news that he was to go there became 
town talk before it was two days old. My 
other bo gathered in knots on the old 
playground and talked about their old 
chum's going away. St. Louis seemed so far 
at that time, 

They came to me and asked questions 
which gave mea new insight to their 
characters. To the older’ ones the going 
away of Billy — suggested the probabil- 
ity of further breaks in the circle. 

“If he is to go,“ they said, “it means 
that somebody else will go by and by, and 
that means another, until we shall be scat- 
tered.”’ 

You see, my boys had grown up in the com- 
munity.

CHANGES 
IN WATCHES 


HE almost total disappearance of the 
old-fashioned bull’s-eye’ Silver 
watches Is a source of wonderment to 

even some watch dealers, It is prac- 
tically impossible to pick up one now 
among them. A TRIBUNE reporter made the 


- rounds of the watch, pawn, and junk shops 


last week in quest of one of these old time- 
pleces, and did not find it. One dealer said he 
knew where a single specimen was, but later 
admitted that the owner either had sold or 
lost it. A veteran watchmaker, who can 
make a watch by hand, in referring to the 
disappearance of the bulbs-eyes, said: 
“It is only natural, I suppose, that they 
should disappear. None of them were first- 
class timepieces. I mean that the best of 
them would vary as much as a minute a 
week. The cheaper machine-made watches 
keep better time and cost less. The first of 
these old bull's-eyes carried the regulation 
Virdge movement. One hundred yéars ago 
the Virdge watches were carried by all busi- 
ness-men. Later the English watchmakers 
made bull's-eyes with improvements on tae 


Virdge movement. I haven't seen a Virdge 


for two or three years. As a matter of fact, 
those old-fashioned, key- winding silver 
watches are worth only what the silver in the 
cases amounts to. The metal represents about 
@ dollar in value. The works are worthless. 
Only one or two small wheels are taken out 


by the dealers. Sometimes they are useful in 


repairing family heirlooms. What are they 
worth? Why, nothing at all as timépieces. 
The best way to get one is to keep on inquir- 
ing among the grandfathers and great uncles 
until you run across one, and then heg it or 
buy it. It is e worthless, except 
as a relic.”

The satyr in Hugo's marvelous 
poem says that the gods are dead, all life, all soul is on the earth, all is 
sacred, all is divine. As human consciousness enlarges we see more and 
more the connections which exist between all things in the universe. Know- 
ing these better we the more completely understand the things ourselves 
and see more perfectly the universal beauty. 

Diderot’s penetrating observation was: The perception of relations 
is the foundation of the beautiful.“ Why is everything beautiful? Because 


everything in nature and in life is in perfect relation with other things. 


An imperfect relation is unsupposable. Imperfect relations mean death, 


perfect relations are indispensable to existence. 


Why have we pleasure in perceiving the beautiful? I think it is be- 
cause we ourselves are a part of the world and of the universal beauty, and 
that in the exterior harmony which w@ discover we feel the just relations, 
with our own harmony, in the perfect structure of the universe we see a 
representation of our own perfect structure. If beauty touches us it is 
because at that moment we understand how we ate a part of the world 
and our mysterious connection therewith suddenly strikes us. 

The emotion of beauty consists in feeling the correspondences which 
exist between the exterior world and ourselves. The profound unity of the

Lesson of Robert Waddell’s Victory Is 
That Thoroughbreds Cannot Be 
Shipped a Long Distance a Few Days 
Before a Big Race and Be in Condi- 

tion to Win—Waddell’s Handling for 

Six Weeks Misleads Many and His 

Owner Is Criticised. 


{MERRILL’S WEEKLY REVIEW. 
Yesterday's Derby was in many respects 
a repetition of the great World's Fair event. 
Strength and condition rather than speed and 
class won—or at least, this will be the opinion 
of a majority ot turt followers until the con- 
trary’ is proved, which is not likely to be the 
case. Boundless won the event of 1893, but 
better horses, from the standpoint of fine 
breeding and developed speed finished be- 
hind him. Robert Waddell is a faster horse 
than Boundless, but it is doubtful if he has 
quite the class of some of those he defeated 
yesterday. | 
Nevertheless, a number of thought ful per- 
sons had a bet down on Robert Waddell yes~+ 
terday. The World’s Fair race was the best 
line for such a wager. a 
The lesson of vesterday's result is that 
thoroughbreds cannot be shipped so far a 
few days before a big race and be in condition 
to stand a supreme test. The Derby, with its 


unusual route and weight requirements, re- 


quires a good horse in his best condition. It 
is doubtful if any horse can be in his best 
condition within a week after being shipped 
a thousand miles. No colt has ever made the 
trip and won in all the fourteen years of the 
Derby. In 1891 Strathmeath came out here 
and won the Derby. but he came six weeks 
before the day of the race. That is almost 
as long as Robert Waddell has been here this 


ar. 
Whether theories of this kind will result in 
discouraging Eastern owners from shipping 
West for the Derby in future remains to be 
seen. It probably will rot do so. The factor 
of condition as affectea by shipping is one 
of the multitude of ‘uncertainties that enter 
into and make horse racing uncertain and 
therefore more interesting. 
Waddell a Remarkable Horse. 

Robert Waddell is really a remarkable 
race horse.. He has run more races this 
year than almost any other race horse in 
the country. Yesterday's was his twenty- 
second start since March 29, when he came 
out in a sleet storm at Bennings for his 
first race of the year. Just to make his 
record look well balanced, Robert has won 
exactly one-half of his races. He has won 
at all sorts of distances, from five furlongs 
up to a mile and a half, and on aft sorts of 
tracks, from the frost bitten ground at Ben- 
nings to the June caked soil of Washington 
Park: he has won in the mud and on the dry; 
with 90 pounds up and with 119 pounds up; 
against stake horses and against selling 
platers; with good jockeys and with bad; 
easily and driving; has won when in front 
all the way and when saved for the finish. 
It is hard to tell what Robert can and what 
he can’t do, now that he has answered the 
best test of a would-be champion 38-year-old. 

But Waddell has also been defeated, and 
there comes the rub. Good horses are beat- 
en—sometimes oftener than they win, but 
in Robert Waddell’s case there were certain 
defeats which made the public think the 
colt was only ordinary. It is in this respect 
alone that Robert Waddell's victory in the 
Derby does not strike a popular chord.

Analysis of the Play. 

It was easy after the firet two tricks to 
mark north with a holding of seven hearts 
originally. This player probably counted on 
hie partner opening the club suit after the 
force, but it he intended to play a game of 
cross ruff it would have been better to lead 
the ace of clubs before the tray of hearts. 

East of course was compelied to pass the 
heart at tgick two, and played well at trick 
five in opening his trumps. North could then © 
be counted for only four cards in clube and 
diamonds, while west certainly had com- 
mand of hearts. A club lead was certain to 
start a cross ruff, which it ts nearly always 
good policy to stop by any means possible, 

The jack was selected as the lead in order 
that west might have the option of finessing, 
but that player, having only two trumps and 
wishing the trump lead continued, promptly 
went up, and east finessed successfully on 
his side and with the third round of trumps 
captured all of them. | 

It was probable that south and west had 
three clubs each and east began this sult 
from the top im the hope of killing, if possi- 
ble, any honors held in it by south. West 
‘at this point—trick eight—made the prettiest 
play of the deal. North was marked absolute- 
ly with one club only, east with six, and 
south with three. As it was improbable that 
south would play the queen under such cir- 
cumstances, while holding the ace, norte 
must hold the singleton ace of clubs and 
would thereforé win the trick and de oom 
pelled to lead up to the established queen of 
Rearts held by west. The latter player re 
fused to play his king of clubs over the queen 
second hand and was thereby enebled te 
establish the suit for his partner and secure 
all the rest of the tricks, otherwise sou 
must have made a club nine and a spade jack. 

„Second-Hand Problems. 

There has been a great deal of discussion 
recently as to the proper play of the player 
sitting second in hand when holding queen 
and one small card in plain suits, and some 
papers have been to considerable trouble in 
collecting .opinions on this subject from a 
large number of players. 

Most of them announce that the chance of’ 
winning or losing by playing the queen is 
exactly equal. On the contrary, the odds in 
favor of winning by playing small are large. 
If the leader holds the king and fourth hand 
the ace, a trick may sometimes be gained 
by playing the queen, providing the third 
hand player held a card which would forces 
the ace on the first round. 

If a third hand holds the king, however, 
and fourth hand the ace, a trick is lost im- 
mediately, while if the opponents hold the 
other three honors in the suit the queen fre- 
quently wins the second round on a finesse. 
Again, if fourth hand holds jack and two 
small in the suit, one trick is certain for the 
pair if second hand plays low to the firat 
lead. Even with king and one tn plain sults, 
the majority of players now play low unless 
anxious for the lead.

ERE is not one chance in a hundred 
of Lord Russell's conviction of bigamy 
by the House of Lords, and it is to be 
regretted that it should have been 
considered necessary to institute pro- 
ceedings against him on that account, since, 
When it is known beforehand that they are 
destined to prove futile, they are merely 
calculated to bring into contempt the law 
of the land besides subjecting the taxpayer 
to unnecessary expense. 
In the first plate the whole question of 
Lord Russell's guilt or innocence of the 


¢rime of bigamy rests upon the question of 


the validity of the divorce which he secured 
in America from his first wife, and it may be 
réyarded as assured beforehand that his 


tellow- -peers will never consent merely for 


the sake of a legal technicality to brand with 
the indelible stigma of a conviction for fel- 


of Russell, which has for hundreds of years 
figured so gloriously in the pages of English 
history. 

Moreover, it must be borne in mind that 
there is a strong feeling of caste among the 
British aristocracy, a sentiment which will 
always lead them to champion the cause of a 
member of their order, unless his offense is of 
such a nature that no word can be offered in 
its palliation and excuse, and it is only neces- 
sary to recall the manner in which jhe entire 
British nobility took up the cudgelé in behalt 
of the ill-fated Major Barttelot, brother of 
Sir Walter Barttelot, against the explorer, 
Sir Henry Stanley, when the latter found 
himself forced to bring charges against the 
young Guardsman in order to explain the 
circumstances of his tragic death during the 
Emin Pasha relief expedition. 

In the present instance, the sympathy cf 
the British aristocracy with Lord Russell is 
even still more strong than it was with ihe 
late Lord Cardigan, who was the last peer 
to be tried by the House of Lords, some fifty 
years ago. For whereas Lord Cardigan was 
a notorious bully and profligate, and most 
unpopular even among his own class, and 
was indicted for fighting a duel with a man 
whose home he had ruined, Lord Russell is 
deserving of a good deal of commiseration. 

It is useless to recapitulate here the cir- 
cumstances of his case, which are too well 
known to need more than passing reference. 
It may merely be said that he is one of those 

who are not drones, but bees, working 
for. his living, and who at the time when he 
married his first wife was pursuing his trade 
as an electrical engineer and arranging fora 
system of electric bells and electric light in 
her mother’s house, being unwilling to de- 


tenance. 

Before he had been a year married his wife 
instituted legal proceedings nst him in 
the London divorce court, ng for sep- 
aration. on the strength of the most horrible 
charges, which she was compelled in court 
to withdraw, and to publicly admit that there 
was not a shadow of foundation for them, 
while her bankrupt mother, Lena Lady 
Scott, who on account of her general be- 
havior has long been boycotted by society, 
was subsequently convicted of criminal libel 
in giving utterance to these same charges, 
and was sent to prison for a year for having 
made them. The origin of the vile accusa- 
tions brought by Lady Russell against her 
husband was that becoming offended short- 
ly after his marriage by her manners and 
ways, and by those of her objectionable 
mother, who forced her company upon them, 
he soon commenced to show a preference for 
the society of his former men friends, uni- 
versity professors, men of station, and of the 
utmost anne every one of them. 


Naturally after this a Seta the Earl Russell 
did not care to live with his wife, and when 
later on she had the impudence to institute 
legal proceedings against him once more in 
the divorce courts for the restigution of con- 
jugal rights, that is to say, to force him to 
live once more with her as man and wife, he 
responded by bringing a suit for divorce on 
the score of cruelty,.the cruelty consisting 
in the horrible charges which she had orig- 
inally brought against him, and been obliged 
to withdraw. The court did not see its 
way to grant him the desired relief, not be- 
cause it did not sympathize with his wrongs, 
but merely because it found itself unable to 
construe the latter as constituting cruelty 
in the legal sense of the word, sufficient to. 
warrant a dissolution of the marriage. 

When thereupon the Countess commenced 
to drag the name of Russell on to the stage 
of the various cheap music halls, the Earl 
decided to force matters, He came to Amer- 
ica and having established a temporary dom- 
icile in Nevada secured from the courts 
there that decree of divorce which the 
English tribunals had declared themselves 
to be unable to grant. He then and there 
married his present wife, who, like him, had 
obtained a divorce in- America, although an 
English woman, but who does not play any 
particular role in the present instance, since 
the British authorities have not considered 
it necessary to include her in the charges of 
bigamy brought against the, Earl, although’ 
if the one is guilty of the erime it is evident 
that the other is equally deserving of pun- 
ishment. 

On his return to England with the wife 
whom he married in America his first wife 
commmenced a suit for divorce against him 
on the plea of his having rendered himself 
guilty of bigamy in marrying another woman 
before his first union had been legally dis- 
solved by the English courts, and on the 
strength of this obtained a decree, which, of 
course, left the Public Prosecutor no alter- 
native but to institute proceedings for big- 
am ainst the Earl. 

Were the case to be brought before a Judge 
without a jury the court would have no 
alternative but to convict the Earl on strictly 
technical grounds, for neither English juris- 
prudence nor for the matter of that any of 
the European tribunals recognize as valid 
divorces which citizens of their country ob- 
tain in America. Indeed, they do not even 
recognize the divorces obtained in this coun- 
try by American women. who have married 
foreigners, holding that by their marriage 
these American women have ipso facto 
become foreigners themselves, and = as 
such subject in matrimonial matters ex- 
clusively to jurisdiction of the courts 
of their husbands’ country. In fact, 
were Mrs. Burke Roche, the daughter of 
Frank Work of New York, to marry again 
on the strength of the divorce which she has 
obtdined In the State of Delaware from Lord 
Fermoy's brother and heir, she would render 
herself liable to arrest and punishment for 
bigamy the moment that she set foot on 
British soil, or even in Canada. The Euro- 
pean tribunals make no distinction between 
the courts of the various States in this coun- 
try. A New York divorce is just as invalid 
in their eyes as one obtained in Dakota, 
where the parties concerned are foreigners 
either by birth or by marriage. 

But no jury would bring a verdict of guilty 
on charges of bigamy in such a case as this. 
Still less would the House of Lords, sitting 
in trial on Lord Russell, bring a verdict of 
guilty against him. 

— 

The House of Lords will be presided at the 
trial of the Earl by the Lord Chancellor, who 
will act for the occasion in the capacity 
ef Lord High Steward of the Realm, and 
every peer who is not a minor ora bankrupt 
will be entitled to sit in judgment and to 
vote for the conviction or acquittal of the 
grandson and heir of Queen Victoria's 
‘famous Premier, Lord John Russell. 

Curtously enough the last trial held by 
the House of Lords, if we except that of 
Lord Cardigan mentioned above, was that 
of the Duchess of Kingston, who in the mid- 
dle of the eighteenth century was tried in 
the House of Lords by her peers on a charge 
of bigamy, which she had perpetrated in 
wedding the Duke of Kingston, while stin 
united in marriage to the Earl of Bristol.

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ARCUS MEDINA has Been sentenced 
to seventy-five, years in the peniten- 
tiary in El Paso, Tex. Peralla, the 

leader of the gang of bandits to which 
he belonged, has been hanged. An- 
other member of the band is in prison in

The rangers who had been after Medina 
so long thought so, too, and did not make 
any protest.

With the sentencing of this gray-haired 
desperado and cattle thief comes the end 
of as long a career of crime as even the bor- 
der States have known. And, as usual, love 
and romance are so closely woven in with 
the stories of darker hue that it is hard to 
tell where the one begins and the other ends.

According: to the British theorists? bombarding the epper strata 

of smoke-laden air with shells of high explosive quhlity should 
produce precipitation of the soot particles, perhaps with rain. 

Sir Douglas Galton has p another scheme for discharg- 
ing electricity intb the smoke ud, using kites and balloons for 
carrying up the distribufing conductors. Sir Douglas recalled the 
experiments of Professor Oliver Lodge, showing that smoky fog 


under a bell jar is quickly dispelled by charging it with electrid- 


ity. In general, his idea simply ts to forestall the rain-storm 
that might come later. and to force a precipitation which would 
have the effect of filtering the grime-laden air whenever the 
pall of amoke should be burdensome to the city. 

‘Those favoring the bombardment of the upper air cling in great 
measure to the old observation: that a thunder-stcrm nearly al- 
ways hae followed an artiliery engagement in war. If the ordinary 


battery.engagement of the civil, war in the United States could so 


distuth the upper air, the argument is that with the improved 
field piece sending a high ¢xplosive shell into the atHosphere need- 
ech to be reacted, one of these ordinary explosives should accom- 
plish more toward inducing precipitation than a éozen old-fash- 
ioned field pieces could have or forty years agh. 


ROAMS FOR MILES. ＋ 
on almost any clear day the smoke cloud of Chicago ts vist- 


ble from the prairie country and the expanses of the lake, twenty-. 
gs hike a pall an the still, damp 


day, or else, caught in the ‘teeth of the wind, it is drifted in roll- 


ing billows, miles aw from its source. 


In the winter ses ch, when the smoke and the fog mix, the 
city dweller and even mo suburkanite who lives to leeward of 
the great ch ufier most from the smolte pall. It is only 
when the sm ie so carried by fog that either of the proposed 
London methods could avail. A perfectly dty smoke, floating 
away in thin, ory atmosphere, could not be precipitated by ay 
such meams. 

‘This tdea of iet is based upon the observance of fhe 
natural phenomena of the rain-storm. Yet the meteorologist is by 
no means sure that he Wos just what a cg is. It is palpyble 
enough, often, in Chicago; it is thick, odorous, damp, and in/ist- 
ent; but at the same time the scientist cann¢t say too clearly of 
what and why it 1s. 

In general, the condition: . the fog is a moist farth 
that is several degrees warmer than the air, Under such cit'cum- 
stances the warm damp rises after the manger of steam, and the 

phenomenon is easy of explanation just so long as the c¢mpo- 
nent fog vesicle contains its heat. When the air has coolen this 
minute bubble, however, the e is przzied to know why it 


should float at all. | 


COMPOSITION OF FOG. 


‘This fog vesicle is a more = round atom of moisture, 
like a soap bubble, containing hege millions of floating 
spheres, averaging less than one-twélvedhundredth par? of an 
inch in diameter, go to make up the fog body. To this are added 
the smoke, fumes, gases, and dust. partidies that may hive been 
suspended in the atmosphere. 

In the case oft the fog that so frequently envelops Chicane. 
especially in the winter and spring, it ia suggested thet paraffin. 
fumes, the gases of coal tar, and perhaps like exhalations of the 
chimneys may-collect on the minute water films that make the 
fog vesicle, thus making them proof against evaporation from 
the sun. Floating still, parhaps days 
over the tx. 

It is in just such conditions an this that the thunder-storm is 
generated. The atmosphere is moist and heavy. It is weightei 
with dust. smoke, and grime, and when the electrical currents 
are ripe the firet sharp thunderclap splits the silence. Instanf/ly 
the downpour follows; or, if it already has been raining, the 
precipitation is increased many times its former volume. 

From this has grown the theory thut the sharp concussion, 
rupturing the moisture-laden Vesicles of the fog, or cloud. pre- 
cipitates the water which had formed them... Following the light- 
ning, there is a sharp change in temperature in the cl#ud and 
the contraction of the fog. vesicles bursts billions of them that 
survived the shock and the rain keeps aoming. Aj! with the re- 
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sult that when the sky en sind it the atmcephere is puri- 
fied and made ‘new. | 
MAY BE ELECTRIFIED. an — 


And it ie just here that the office of dust andgrime and smoke 
may enter into the economy of nature. Nahrwad. In the course} 
of laboratory experiments, has shown that air, filtered and freed 
from dust, is almost Incapable of taking 4 charge from an elec- 


‘trified point. It is unresponsive, and by inferenre a country that 


was so rujed by man and by the gente as not te carry foreign 
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particles ot some kind in its atmotphene, mould.

So fr, with reference to the -und em One banks, the Lon- 
don thetries are found to be consistent on the surface. The mols- 
ture cloud envelops the city, certainly with enough suspe 
matter in it to give every encouragement to the electric spark 
that shall shatter the fog vesicles, But at the same time, Pro- 
fessor Philip B. Woodworth of Chicago, head of the department 
of eleatricity im Lewis Institute, says that precipitation from 
artificit hy charging a fog bank would be impossible. 

“ At the least it would be impossible because no manufactory 
of elettricity could turn out sufficient voltage for the purpose, 
said Professor Woodworth. ‘“ This is better appreciated by the 
layman when we are reminded ust what a single crashing thunder- 
bolt Means. An electric plarf generating 500 volts of electricity 
will fun the ordinary city raf way system. A single bolt of light- 
ning often represents 3,516,400 volts—a power sufficient for more 
than 7,000 street railway systems. 

Here, you see, would be the prohdbitive feature of the Lon- 
don electrical scheme. The ordinary storm which dispels cloud and 
a in a summer day in Chicago may have e such bolts 
n it 


ENORMOUS POWER REQUIRED, 


Taking the laboratory experiment of precipitating fog and 
smoke under a bell. it requires an electric current of great power 
to accomplish ft. It iy out of all proportion to the result, indi- 
cating that there ie no sunplus of energy if? the electrical storm 
that passed over Chicago about ten days ago. 

“One possible phase of precipitating the smoke of Chicago ts 
interesting. Suppose some one did have such a system that would 
precipitate all the overhead smoke without the attendant rain 
that nature brings, T think we would be glad to abandon the 
scheme after the frst trial. We should find the smoke falling 
as creosote, a sticky. M-smelling substance that would coat 
everything it touched.“ 

While the ineffectual methods of Chicago to prohibit the smoke 
nuisance are we known, it may be of. interest to recall that 
Lon on, for hundeds of years, has wrestled ineffectually with the 
problem if its stnoke. — 

In the reign of the first Edward the use of sea coal was pro- 
hibited; even the blacksmiths were compelled to burn charcoal in 
their forges. Fut gradually, as the town grew, the smoke also 
increased, Join Evelyn, ardent student of nature, took up the 
cudgels against it, telling how the binds, the bees. and the flow- 
ers were being banished from the whole territory invaded by the 


city’s smoke. As iff in proof of his statements, the * of New. 
castle came in 1644. : | 
LONDONS SMOKE NUISANCE. 


Newcastle was the. supply of London's fuel, end mining and 
shipments in the stress of this civil war were shut off. Evelyn, 
writing of the chroumstance, says: 

In that same season when the coal supply was indered gar- 
dens and orchards in the heart of London (as in particular my 
Lord Morquesse of Hertford in the Strand, my Lord Bridgwater, 
and sore others about the Barbican) were observed to bear such 
plentifyi and infinite quantites of fruit as they never produced the 
like eit her before or since.“ 

At the present time London is almost treeless, and Professor 
John M. Bacon is preparing to make a series of balloon ascen- 

ng from the city, starting from the windward side, and test- 
ing the haze canopy that is always hanging over it. He will 
drift as far as possible with this smoke bank to determine just 
how far into the country its track extends. According to Sir 
W. B. Richmond, the wind carries London’ ssmoke in palpable quan- 
tities sixty-four miles to Lockinge, leaving restduum of distinct 
Mack upon vegetation for miles. 

Professor Bacon has made some comment upom the theory of 
high explosives discharged in the upper strata of air that are sur- 
charged with fog and smoke. He remarks that there may have 
been coincidence, simply. in the fact thet rain follows heavy bat- 
tles. But he ts still sanguine over possible results if a gun of great 
caliber, throwing a shell of high explosives, were pointed verti- 
cally into the cloud. He says: 

“The sudden and impetuous vertical motion to 
tie air is in this case carried from denser to rarer strata to a great 
height, and ft is more than comceivable that herein may lie the 
readiest means of disturbing that smoke cloud which in certain 
seasons hangs like a pall over the town. A comparatively small 
initial disturbance might well suffice to upset the equilibrium of 
quiescent fog—always unstable—and cause nuisance to 

move oni’”’ 

A flew years ago the United States 3 was a party 
to experiments in Texas, whereby it was sought to collect mate- 
rials for a rain-storm by exploding bombs high in air. The experi- 
ments were failures. However, the fog conditions did not exist. 

Observations in the civil war, in attempted ‘proof that rain 
followed big battles, were centered principally on the phenomenon 
of days of rain that followed the fight at Vicksburg. There had 
been a drought, but after the cannonading it rained for many 
hours. 
These were comments of the layman, however; the meteorolo- 
gist has pointed out the fact that the storm arose hundreds of 
miles to the north and was moving toward nnr before the 
first gun had been fired.

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Showers Cost Chicago Annually 
Twenty-five Lives and 525,000, 000. 


} 


T has been estimated that in every summer season in Chicago the 
people’s lack of knowledge of rain and snow storm signs costs 

‘twenty-five or thirty lives and more than $25,000,000 in money. 

The sudden)lake squalls that spring up only after a close, 
murky period of oppressive heat overturn the frail boats that 
put out of the harbors from .Evanston to South Chicago, and the 
death roll is made up year after year of persons who, with a little 
common sense knowledge of meteorology, would have remained in 
port. 
In like manner wearing apparel and purchased godds worth mil- 
lions of dollars are injured or destroyed because their owners lacked 
observation as to the phenomena which nature exhibits in her thun- 
der-storms. 

Almost any summer day in Chicago, where a thunder shower 
follows & clear morning, thousands of women especially are caught 
down-town without either umbrellas or wraps, with the result that 
their clothing and purchases are soaked with wet, their tempers 
ruffied, and ruin wrought to their appearances. The weather ob- 
servatory report, made perhaps twelve or fourteen hours before, 
cannot have much bearing up to the time and extent of a mere local 
thunder shower. Atthe most the observer may know only that 
conditions will be ripe for local rains, but even with such a report 
sent out a patch of clear sky in the east at 8 o'clock in the morning 
will send 10,000 persons withgut umbrellas or wraps. 


‘UNMISTAKABLE SIGNS. 


How to make an intelligent lay. observation of the weather is 
not easy to the citizen whose expanse of sky is restricted, as in so 
many quarters of Chicago. At the same time, there are certain 
signs of impending rain that need not escape any one. 

One of the first things for the amateur observer to make certain 
is the rain directions. 

Let the observer lay an imaginary north and south line from 
him,“ said Professor Henry J. Cox, forecaster for the Chicago sta- 
tion. He must look always to the west of this line for the source 
of the summer shower or the full-grown thunder-storm. The big, 
gengral storms are most likely to come from the northwest; the 
thu/ider-storms from due west or southwest. 

Too much emphasis cannot be put upon this fact of rain direc- 
tn. Yet it is by no means uncommon to see a person look to the 
cast or northeast and seeing a rain cloud remark that it looks much 
like rain. As a matter of fact, it would be phenomenal for a storm 
to come from the east, northeast, or southeast of Chicago. The 
nearest we have approached such a thing was last week, when a 
small thunder shower that passed over from the west halted and 
turned back on itself, 9 a terrific rain and heavy electric 


discharges. 


WATCH THE WIND. 


In Chicago, in general, the first sign of rain may be in the wind, 
which is blowing in from the south or southeast. To the west or 


northwest one may see the cirrus cloud, hanging perhaps five miles 


high and scarcely moving or changing shape. Often this cloud will 
be so thin as to be invisible, save as it causes a halo to surround 
the sun or the moon. All the time, however, the sky is thickening 
to the west or northwest and the cloud rises slowly against the wind. 
Gradually the feathery cirrus cloud mefges into the cirro-stratus : 
clouds. The sky thickens steadily, the clouds drop lower, and a 
general rain follows.“ 


FAIR WEATHER SIGNS. 


Another fair-weather sign is in the cirre-curkalows clouds in | 

small round masses trailing across the sky at a height of four or five 
miles. 
One of the phenomena of storms which always have misled the 
care} observer is the fact that the rain-storm rises against the 
wind. When a south or southeast wind has been blowing warm and

Babylonian Ideas Too Fantastic. 

„What.“ asks Dr. Carus, is the strange 
reason that the Hebrews, otherwise so de- 
voutly religious, were so outspokenly re- 
luctant in accepting the doctrine of a life 
after death and the resurrection of the dead? 
The belief in immortality crops out only in 
the Apocrypha, and seems to be strictly 
banished from the canon of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

“ The reason is obviously this: The belief 
in immortality as described in the religious: 


documents of the Assyrio-Babylonians was 


too mythological, too polytheistic, too fan- 
tastic, for the rationalistic spirit of the re- 
dactors of the Old Testament. The priests 
who selected from the Hebrew literature 
those writings which seemed to them to serve 
the purpose of ediflcation were strict mono- 
theists, and radical iconoelasts in all matters 
of mythology. They abhorred polytheism, 
and any illusion to it; and since the belief in 
immortality as expressed in the Assyrio- 
Babylonion legends cannot easily be extract- 
ed from the Babylonian religion without re- 
taining at the same time a good deal of the 
mythological elements, the r ctors of the 
Hebrew canon preferred to o 
and race an attitude of positive unbelief 
rather than to defile the scriptures. with 
paganism. And we must grant that if they 
had admitted a belief in immortality in the 
shape in which we find it in the Assyrio- 
Babylonian documents, they would. neces- 
sarily have reintroduced pagan mythology 
under conditions where it would. naturally 
have taken a firm hold upon the imagination 
of the people. For nothing is more powerful 
in religion than the belief in man’s Hude

HE production of Miss Mildred Dow- 
ling’s dramatization of Lorna Doone 
at the Grand Opera-house on Thursday 
night was the theatrical event of the 
week.

plays in the next few months, but also as an 

effort to transcribe the dramatic portion of 
the contents of a great but cumbersome novel 
to the stage. 

Miss Dowling perhaps did the only thing 
possible in the dificult circumstances to 
“hich the enterprise led her. She centered 
her endeavors at dramatization upon the 
Jove of John Ridd and Lorna Doone and upon 
the atmospheric realism of the Blackmore 
mafrative. and constructed a story almost 
entirely her own for their stage accompani- 
ment. 
This story proved to be a tumultuous and a 
@ramatically well balanced melodrama, but 
endangéred by an excess of gloom. The stir-

For the better part of twenty years I have 
impersonated stage vilMans of: every grade 
and variety. While audiences have taken 


the heroes of the play to their hearts, I have + 


accepted the groans and hisses as-the sin- 
cerest tributes they could pay to my art. 
I have been stccessively the tempestuous, 
leather-lunged villain, the cruél, callous, 
cynical villain, the cringing, currish, treach- 
erous scoundrel, and the aristocratic, 
veneered: blackguard. I have dipped deep in 
the regulation melodramatic dle, and have 
‘effected the easy, polished Don Juan. 
Ot course, it is something of a bore to be 
cast every season for some wicked type of 
humanity, still I take some satisfaction in 
leading as exemplary a life off the stage as,I 
can conceive a mortal can lead. For con- 


trast's sake, if nothing else, I cultivate af- 


fability. 


When I was a young man in the business 
I played a forty weeks’ stock season in a 
city of some importance, and every week

Reminiscences of Dr. 8

N orator, a politician, an organizer, an 
inventor, an electrical expert, a car- 
penter, a lineman, a telegraph oper- 
ator, and a teamster, all in one, was 
what Dr. 8. D. Cushman had to be 
when in 1847 he strung the first telegraph 
wire into ane extended it north- 
wards wau 7 
W who has reached the vener- 
able age of 82 years, now lives at 1894 Aldine 
avenue. He was at that time in the employ 
pany, which was — a line west from 
iphia, throug 
and Wisconsin. Dr. Cush- 
man's construction squad moved in a camp- 
ing wagon. The farmers along the way con- 
tributed the telegraph poles freely in most 
cases, being much pleased that the much 
ked of telegraph line was passing so near 
to their farms. Some of the poles the farin- 
ers brought were logs two or three feet 
thick, while others were as slender and 
ful as bamboo fishing poles, and ‘the 
telegraph linemen would ‘often have to go ont 
and select their own trees and trim them 
shape. 
47 — vpn a town that was reached by Dr. 
Cushman and his party a campaign of edu- 
eation would first have to be inaugurated 
The linemen would go around the town and 
summon the citizens and the farmers who 
lived in the vicinity to attend a meeting that 
night in the town hall.“ Here Dr. Cushman 
would have two telegraph instruments rigged 
up at either end of the halland connected by 
wire so that messages could be transmitted 
from one to the other. He would explain in 
detail the construction of the mysterious in- 
struments, and then send messages from one 
end of the hall to the other and back again 
to assure the people that the telegraph would

of the Erie and Michigan Telegraph com-.

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do all he said it would. After this was done 
he would organize a committee to solicit sub- 


scriptions from the townspeople to raise a 


fund to give as a bonus to the company for 
carrying the line through that particular 


town. 


Dr. Cushman said that the people of the 


various towns were skeptical in regard to the 


new invention. Most of them looked upon it 
a sort of amusing toy that might work 


or a little while at short distances, but which 


would not prove of any great practical value, 
Chicago itself was exceedingly slow in tak- 
ing action for bringing it into the city. 

For a long time the line abruptiy ended at 
a little town in Indiana, as there was no more 
money in sight to bring it any farther, 
Finally the bonus was raised in Chicago and 
the ‘wire brought in. It ran along close to 
the lake shore, the telegraph office being near 
the Courthouse. Dr. Cushman says hig rec- 
ollections of Chicago as he first saw it are 
that it was a dismal, gloomy sort of a place, 
with bottomless mud and muck everywhere. 

The line was extended from Chicago north 
through Evanston, or, rather, what is Ev- 
anston today, Waukegan, Racine, and finally 
Milwaukee. After a few years another wire 
was put in operation between Chicago and 
Milwaukee, but it was taken down in a few 
months on the orders of one of the superin- 
tendents of the company, who said there was 


not enough business between the two cities 


to justify two wires, | |

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OOCHOW, China, May 20.—Foochow 
is an educational center. There are 
 ©@everal Anglo-Chinese colleges in the 
Orient—one at Penang, one at Singa- 
» pore, one at Foochow. We have 300 
students in this city, beautiful buildings, and 
a faculty com of efficient men and 


women. Recently I spent a few hours vizit- 


ing the school. At chapel I was introduced, 
The students rose to their feet with the ut- 
most politeness. 

It is customary in China for the foreigners 
to adopt a Chinese name. Generally it har- 
monizes with the sound or meaning of the 
patronymic.

But there was no laughing about the ridicu- 
lous effort. 

All the boysexcel in writing. Aftér making 
their difficult ideographs our writing is easy 


for them; besides, their long, delicate fingers 


have real artistie ability, 
In ͤ one of the junior classes I was asked to 
make a speech. I responded, and in con- 
clusion Isaid: “ I congratulate you that you 
are so well advanced in the study of English. 
It is a beautiful language. Several of the 
class. motioned quite an emphatic affirmative. 
Not far from the boys’ school is Tai Main, 
a boarding school for girls. Every Sunday 
morning they go through our compound on 
their way to school. here is a woman’s 
school and an orphanage in the vicinity, and 
nerally they make a long procession. I see 
winding up over the hilly graveyard out- 
side our gate, then they pass along the paved 
walk which leads to the church. The bright 
colors of their garments and their head- 
dresses make the event so joyous that I 
watch for them and look from the moment 
the first. flash of color appears till the last 
little gay pig-tailed youngster is out of sight. 
The teachers cannot persuade the girls to 


give up their trousers and adopt petticoats, 
The garments are trimmed elaborately and 
made of all kinds of gay stuff. Their head- 
dress fs pretty, composed of handsome silver 
pins, and always a flower; the marigold is 
their favorite, but as flowers bloom here all 
the year round fancy has a wide range for 
choice. 

At the end of the school year these girls 
graduate, receiving diplomas tied up with rib- 
bons just like American girls. I send a photo- 
graph of twin sisters in their graduating 
dresses. 

It is almost fifty years since mission work 
began in Foochow. Some of the boys and 
girls in the school belong to the second gen- 
eration of Christians. But rich, worldly Chi- 
nese value the educational privileges also. I 
can vouch for the truth of the following anec- 
dote: 

A Chinese gentleman, now elderly, sent his 
grandson to the Anglo-Chinese college, say- 
ing: “Go, you must learn English, and, if 
possible, be a Christian. You shall profit by 
my experience. When I grew up my parents 
selected a wife for me. I accepted her, but I 


was never happy until I had another wife of | 


my own choice. When your father was a 
young man I selected a wife for him. He 
took her, but he was not satisfied till he had 
another wife whom he selected himself. He 
and I have talked over your case, and we 
agree to leave your marriage to your own 
management.“ Kune Guniona.

Mrs. Campbell looks her best in the gown 
worn in the first act, a how of black velvet, 
cut low, and showing clusters of crimson 
roses and the gleam of many colored jewels, 
chiefly emeraids, on a deep pointed corsage. 

The velvet is draped over the bust and 
fastened by a group of goid nail heads, and 
similiar ornaments secure the black velvet 
shoulder straps.
